Work Week's 
Slash Rapped 
B y City Local 


Implications of a recent cut­ 
back in the work week of city 
street department workers were 
discussed 
Monday night 
at 
a 
meeting of Local 677, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes. 
The union of city employes said 
its members on the street depart 
ment payroll have had their work 
week cut back to 40 hours from 
45 by elimination of Saturday 
work. Although the crews cus 
tomarily worked 45 hours weekly, 
they drew straight time pay for 
the hours over 40. the union said 
The union said the c u t b a c k 
means a reduction rf IO to 15 
hours’ pay in each half-month pay 
period, depending upon the num 
ber of Saturdays involved. For 
instance, some pay periods cover 
two Saturdays, amounting to a 10- 
hour reduction, while others cov­ 
er three Saturdays and the re­ 
duction in hours totals 15, the lo­ 
cal said.

More people have been saddened by Dag 
Hammarskjold’s death than would be sad­ 
dened by the death of any other figure in 
international politics. 


Even the Russians who had been trying 
to ride him out of the secretary-generalship 
of the United Nations must feel sorry about 
his death. In him they had an opponent worth 
their most ruthless efforts to destroy him, 
because he would not be easy to destroy. 


“Leaving it to Dag" had become a way 
nut of blind alleys for people who usually 
talk about peace but frequently act as if 
they would rather have war. In places like 
the Congo he was the only hope of peace. 


Whether his death on a mission there was 
pure accident or accident tainted with the 
malice of murder isn’t going to be easy to 
know. It may never be known. It symbolizes 
what was threatening to be the crowning frus­ 
tration of his single-minded crusade for 
world peace. 


He had worked hard. He had kept his tem­ 
per and his patience. He had brought to 
bear on his peace crusade all the skills of 
diplomacy and tact that he had mastered 


But things were not working well. Failure 
was in sight. 
He was being closed in by the irrecon­ 
cilability that shatters peace. He had been 
tagged for ruin by the Soviet Union. His pol­ 
icy of trying to disarm the Katanga troop* 
of Moise Tshomhe was under fire, because 
it had put the United Nations between the 


lines in a civil war. Berbn was raising the 
threat of nuclear war. 
Hammarskjold could not have been san­ 
guine about peace under existing circum­ 
stances. 
Even his most trusting 
admirers were 
gloomy about his chances to pacify the 
Congo. 
His death will bring to a gloomy climax 
all the dark fears about the perilous times 
we are enduring. With him gone, who will 
keep alive hope.

Canadian Rebellion Against Hoffa

To Irish. Swedish and Indian troop* be­ 
leaguered in Katanga Province by ruthless 
opponents who want to destroy them, Amer­ 
ica sends sympathy with understanding 
It 
sends sympathy to their loved one* at home. 
With nominal exceptions, other nation* 
can send only sympathy. Only Americans 
can understand how it feels to bear the 
brunt of a prolonged and bloody United 
Nations police action. 
No soldier who risks death under the 
United Nations banner can forget hi* na­ 
tionality. He must fight as what he is—an 
American, an Irishman, a Swede, an Indian. 
Tf he dies, he must die as what he is. If 
his body is sent home, it will not be sent 
to the United Nations It will he sent to the 
country that sent him away to fight. 
His countrymen will not understand this 
They will be troubled and vexed by what 
will appear to them as cross-purposes and 
negligence. 
They will wonder querulously why their 
soldiers should bear the brunt of savage at­ 
tacks and why other countries with equal 
status rn the United Nations do not go forth 
with all the power at their command to sub­ 
due the enemv. 


When told that the lives of their loved 
ones are being sacrificed for the sake of 
peace and that preservation of peace en­ 
tails waging war under heavy mental and 
physical handicaps, they will doubt their 
ears and ask for explanations that won t 
be given. 
Americans know this because they went 
through the torture of Korea, where 38.629 
of their young men were killed in battle, 
another 20.197 died from other causes and 
103.284 were wounded. 
It never was clear why Americans bore 
the brunt in Korea It never was clear what 
was derived of lasting value from so many 
deaths and so much destruction. It isn’t 
clear how the United States bumbled into 
the Korea War or whether it ever will find 
its way out of it. American boys are still 
in Korea, still under the banner of the 
United Nations, still waiting for the pos­ 
sibility of savage attack. 
America sends sympathy and understand­ 
ing to Ireland. Sweden and India. But it 
sends no solution to the problem of how to 
enforce U N. policies without bloodshed, and 
it solids no defense of U N policies that em ­ 
broil peacemakers in civil wars.

The secretary-general I* the or­ 
ganization's highest executive of­ 
ficer. He runs it under the direc­ 
tion of the Security Council and 
the General Assembly. 
Khrushchev a year ago demand­ 
ed 
that 
Hammarskjold 
lie re­ 
placed by three secretaries-gen- 
eral; one representing the West, 
one the Soviet bloc, and one the 
neutrals, with each able to veto 
what the others wanted. 
This would render the United 
Nations helpless in any crisis and 
leave it, at best, strictly a de­ 
bating society. It is questionable 
the United States would remain a 
member if three secretaries were 
appointed 
Outside the Soviet bloc Khrush­ 
chev got small support. Neutral* 
tned to suggest a middle ground 
— that the organization appoint 
three special assistants to the 
^secretary • general. 
One 
would 
te.peak for the West, one for the 
Communist bloc, the other for the 
neutrals. 
Nothing was done on this. Ham- 


merskjold refused to quit. The So­ 
viets were stuck with him, it 
seemed, unbl hi* term would ex­ 
pire in April 1963 
His sudden 
death now gives Khrushchev a 
fresh chance to tear up the United 
Nations. 
This country and Russia have 
other pressing problems — like 
Berlin and disarmament—and it s 
possible, to avoid an immediate 
I N, crisis, they may reach a 
temporary compromise on a sin­ 
gle successor to Hammarskjold. 
By letting such an individual 
serve out the unexpired term, 
East and West could postpone

More pcoplp have hoer) saddened by Dag 
Hammarskjold’s death than would be sad­ 
dened by the death of any other figure in 
international politics, 


Even the Russians who bad W n trying 
to ride him out of the secretary-gencralship 
of the United Nations must feel sorry about 
his death, In him they had an opponent worth 
their most ruthless efforts to destroy him, 
because he would not be easy to destroy. 


"Leaving it to Dag" had become a way 
out of blind alleys for people who usually 
talk about peace but frequently act as if 
they would rather have war. In places like 
the Congo he was the only hope of peace. 


Whether his death on a mission there was 
pure accident or accident tainted with the 
malice of murder isn’t going to be easy to 
know. It may never be known. It symbolizes 
what was threatening to be the crowning frus- 
tration of his smgle-minded 
crusade for 
world peace. 


He bad worked hard. He had kept his tem ­ 
per and his patience. He had brought to 
hear on his peace crusade all the skills of 
diplomacy and tact that he had mastered 


But things were not working well. Failure 
was in sight. 
He was being closed in by the irrecon­ 
cilability that shatters peace. He had been 
tagged for ruin by the Soviet Union. His pol- 
icy of trying to disarm the Katanga troops 
of Mouse Tshombe was under fire. because 
It had put the Uruted Nations between the 


lines in a cm l war Berlin was raising the 
threat of nuclear war. 
Hammarskjold eould not have heen san­ 
guine about peace under existing circum­ 
stances. 
Even his most trusting admirers were 
gloomy about his chances to pacify the 
Congo. 
His death will bring lo a gloomy climax 
all the dark fears about the perilous times 
we are enduring With him gone, who will 
keep alive hope.

With nominal exceptions, other nations 
ran send only sympathy. Only Americans 
ran understand how it feels to hear the 
brunt of a prolonged and bloody Uruted 
Nations police action. 
No soldier who risks death under the 
United Nations banner can forget his na­ 
tionality. He must fight as what he is—-an 
American, an Irishman, a Swede, an Indian. 
Tf he die*, he must die as what he is. If 
his body is sent home, it will not be sent 
to the United Nations It will be sent to die 
country that sent him away to fight. 
His countrymen will not understand this 
They will be troubled and vexed by what 
will appear to them as eross-purposea and 
negligence. 
They will wonder querulously why their 
soldiers should bear the brunt of savage at­ 
tacks and why other countries with equal 
status rn the United Nations do not go forth 
with all the power at their command to sub­ 
due the encmv. 


When told that the lives of their loved 
ones are being sacrificed for the sake of

OTTAWA 
Canada, a country which has not 
known war on its homeland for 
almost a 
century-and-a-half.
